Shooting

SPOKANE, Wash. — A serviceman 
armed with an assault rifle opened fire at 
Fairchild Air Force Base hospital Monday, 
killing four and wounding 19-people before 
military police ktlled’him, a Spokane 
County undersheriff said. 

Ten of the wounded werejn critical con- 
dition. 

The gunman was armed with art AK-47 
assault rifle. Undersheriff John Goldman 
said. 

Col. William Brooks, the base 1 comman- 
der, said tliri gunman ' ' also' had'anothcr un- 
specified “single shot” weapon.

In 1982, Congress essentially told 
states not to worry about building L their 
own dumps for the fuel rods. Instead, 
Washington told states to tax electrici- 
ty generated by nuclear power plants 
and send the money to the Energy 
Department, which would use it to 
build a single national repository for 
the high-level radioactive wastes'. ■

Marines captured Port-en-Bessin to 
reach the left flank" of the U.S. V 
Corps at Omaha Beach. On June 10 
(D+4), an advance by the U.S. 2nd 
Armored Division from Omaha 
readied American force,- from Utah 
Beach. The British also pushed 
toward Caen, drawing German 
Reserves to the defense of that key 
town. This relieved pressure on 
Omaha. 

Also on June 8 (D+2), the second 
wave of Allied divisions came 
ashore. By June 12 (D+6), the third 
wave had arrived, bringing Allied 
Strength in Normandy \to 326,000 
men and 54,000 vehicles. 

The U.S. VII Corps pushed out of 
Utah Beach across the Cotcnttn 
peninsula to isolate the enemy 
defending Cherbourg at the tip of 
the peninsula. The 9th U.S. Infantry 
Division reached (he west coast at 
. ■Barncvillc on June 17. Meanwhile 
the 4th U.S. Infantry Division made 
. slow progress toward Cherbourg. 

An important battle in these' early 
days was for the town of Carcntan,. 
which in German hands would hin- 
der the cooperation of the V and 
VII U.S. Corps and block the 
advance acrosH-Cotentin; — 

The main defense of tile town 
was the German 6th Parachute 
Regiment, plus scratch troops of 
limited value. By June 1 1, the 101st 
U.S. Airborne Division had taken 
the town, but the German para- 
troopers pulled back where they 
' were joined by the newly arrived 
1 7th SS Panzcrgrcnedicr Division. 

The Germans launched a counter- 
attack to retake the town at dawn on 
June 13. Die 501st and 506th U.S. 
Parachute Infantry Regiments were 
pushed back, but when the 502nd 
Parachute Infantry Regiment’ and 
the 14th Armored Field Artillery 
Battalion arrived, the Germans^ 
were thrown back. 

The Germans continued to plan 
ways to use the seven armored divi- 
sions they had brought into the area 
•but were constantly harassed by 
Allied air attacks, which made any 
; open movement extremely costly. 

A fighter-bomber attack hit the- 
headquarters of Panzer Group 
West, killing most of the staff. 
.Though Gen. Leo Geyr survived, a 
planned attack by two of his Panzer 
divisions had to be canceled. An 
attack by the German 2nd Panzer 
Division pushed back an advuncc 
t»y the 1st U.S. Infantry and 7th 
British Armoured divisions around 
Villers-Bocage until broken up by 
concentrated American artillery 
fire. 

Elsewhere, the Allied drive was 
slowed by stubborn and skillful 
defenses in depth, which made i 
maximum use of the maze of 
hedgerows that dominated the land- , 
scape. And the Germans were 
. always willing to launch sharp local ' 
counterattacks on the flanks of any 
advancing Allied units. The 
German 3rd Parachute Division was _ 
particularly good at this as the U;S. 

V Corps’ 2nd and 29th Infantry 
divisions pushed toward St. Lo. 

The U.S. VII Corps' 4th, 9th and ’ 
79th Infantry divisions closed on 
Cherbourg aided by naval gunfire. 
Fighting reached the city itself by 
June 20, and the port finally fcjl on 
July 1. 

But the Germans had used the 
time to demolish the port so that it - 
took three more weeks to pul it 
back into operation.

! Government soldiers pushed and 
I clubbed back the refugees and made 
| them wait for their names to be 
; called from a list. 

; Many people, young and old, 

! pleaded with U.N. soldiers, aid offi- 
cials and journalists to make space 
' for them, somewhere, anywhere. 

"Please save me. I die here,” cried 
one boy. 

“Put my name on the list,” a 
t woman carrying a baby on her back’ 
begged each passing stranger. 

"Please, I cannot keep hiding from 
them. They find me tonight," a' 
young man pleaded. . 

One gutsy boy, no more than 5 
years old, sprinted past guards and 
leaped onto the flat bed of a U.N. 
truck as it drove away. Onlookers 
cheered. 

But the predominant mood among 
those left behind was fear. A sea of 
faces bore the look of the con- 
demned. Most were Tutsis, members 
of Rwanda’s minority ethnic group 
that has been decimated by ethnic 
Hutu militias and gangs since civil 
war resumed April 6. 

The gangs have sought to. wipe 
out government opponents, includ- 
ing highly educated Hums' and 
Tutsis in general. Most of the esti- 
mated 200,000 dead in the 10-wcck- 
old war arc thought to be Tutsi civil- 
ians killed by gangs. 

India leader 
found dead 
near mosque 

SRINAGAR, India (AP) — The 
bullet-riddled body of an Islamic rcli- 
: gious leader was found near a mosque 
. early Monday in Kashmir, India's pre- 
• dominantly Muslim state in the fifth 
; year of insurrection. 

’ No one claimed responsibility for 
the slaying of Qazi Nissar, '42. The 
Indian government linked it to rivalries 
among Muslim secessionists, while 
" one" leading militant "grdup~blnmed — 
government agents. 

Over the past year, violence has 
risen among the dozens of Muslim.. 
groups fighting to break Jammu- ' 
Kashmir state away from India, which 
is predominantly Hindu. Some groups 
want to unite with neighboring 
Pakistan, while others want Kashmir 
to be independent. 

Police estimated more than 100,000 
people accompanied Nissar’s body to 
a Muslim prayer ground in Anatnag, a 
town 25 miles south of Srinagar, the 
summer capital of Jammu-Kashmir. 
Nissar was kidnapped by gunmen • 
from his home in Anatnag and his 
body was found in Diylagam, a nearby 
village. 

Reporters said that along with the 
normal anti-Indian chants, many 
marchers shouted slogans against 
Pakistan, which arc rarely heard in 
Kashmir even among those who sup- 
port independence for Kashmir. .... 

Shops and businesses in and around 
Anatnag closed in mourning and 
protest. Press Trust of India news * 
agency said. 

Nissar was imprisoned in 1990 for 
helping to lead the secession move- 
ment. When he got out of jail two 
years ago he left politics, but he 
remained the chief Muslim preacher of 
southern Kashmir, which made him 
one of the most influential men in the 
region. 

More than 9,300 people have 
been killed in the Jammu-Kashmir 
insurrection since fighting between 
militants and Indian troops began in 
late 1989.

Jean-Guy Plante, 
U.N. military spokesman. • 

He said the. evacuation Monday was 
possible only because both sides 
agreed to a brief break in the fi gluing. 

U.N. officials also evacuated about 
200 Hutu refugees from the King 
Faisal Hospital in rebel-held eastern 
Kigali. They were driven across gov- 
ernment lines without any difficulty. . 

That operation made some space for 
about 100 badly wounded patients, 
mostly women and children, who were 
moved from ihc overburdened Red 
Cross hospital in government-con- 
trolled central Kigali.

But he 
warned til* his concession speech 
broadcast over, national radio: “A 
president who lias received money 
from drug traffickers doesn’t have 
the moral authority to lead 
Columbia.” 

Asked in a radio interview 
Monday what he meant by the 
statement, Pastrana said bluntly: 
“Ask Samper." 

Samper, 43, denied he received 
campaign donations from traffick- 
ers, saying all contributions were 
examined by an auditor to assure 
their legitimacy. 

A mid-level member of the Dili 
cartel, meanwhile, said Ihc gang's 
leaders had wanted Samper to win.

_M ansfi el <I ma y wish to rewrite history, but he 
cannot change what James Madison said. 

' Our American birthright provides us the 
freedom to live uccording to the dictates of 
our own conscience, whether we are part of «r' 
religious minority or majority. Too few re- 
member that what arc now comfortable reli- 


gious majorities were once persecuted mi- . 
non tics; including Baptists, Quakers and 
Mormons, among many others. We ignore 
the lessons of history ut our peril. 

However, the founders sought to. ensure 
government neutrality toward religion. They 
did this in the First Amendment by forbid- 
ding federal authority from being exercised 
with respect to an establishment of religion or 
to prohibit its free exercise; Article VI de- • 
dares that no religious test may be imposed 
as a requirement ibr public. office. As the 
Constitution lias evolved, its guarantees have 
been made applicable to stale government as 
well. 

Typical of the spirit which animated {he 
great debate over our future as a republic arc 
these words! written by Thomas Jefferson: ”... •

MIAMI (AP) — Carl Felix, an 
accountant living in Haiti, arrived 
in Miami for a wedding on the 
day_the United States announced 
a ban on commercial flights to 
and froni Haiti. 

Now he -faces a dilemma 
because of the travel restrictions 
that go into effect Saturday. His 
business is closed in Haiti, and 
Felix, who has a U.S. resident 
visa, often travels back and forth 
to Miami. His wife has already 
returned to Haiti, and iie must 
decide where they botli want to 
stay. 

“Wc all greet each other with 
that one question,” Felix said. 
"Where arc you going to be on 
the 25th?" 

These are uncertain, anxious 
times for Haitians and their - 
Hailian-Amcrican relatives, 
including the 200,000 in South 
Florida. Some angrily charge that 
U.S.-led sanctions arc destroying 
their country and disrupting their 
lives.

NICOSIA, Cypms (AP) — A bomb 
blew up in a crowded mausoleum in 
Iran’s holy city of Mashhad on 
Monday, killing 25 people and wound- 
. . ing 70 gathered for prayer, Iran’s offi- 
cial news agency said. 

Police arrested a number of people in 
connection with the blast, the official 
Islamic Republic News Agency wud in 
reports monitored in Nicosia. It gave no 
•further details. 

The government blamed the apposi- 
tion Mujahcdcen Khali] for the bomb- 
ing, and President Ali Khamenei urged 
authorities to bring the "blood -sucking • 
bats’’ to justice. 

But the dissident group denied 
involvement in the attack Mashhad, a 
city 450 miles cast of Tehran.

Iranian security sources were quoted 
by Jhc agency as saying evidence at the 
scene pointed to the involvement of the 
Mujahedecn Khalq, the largest Iranian 
dissident group. 

IRNA also said it received a call 
from a man who called himself a 
spokesman for the Mujahcdcen and 
claimed responsibility for the bombing. 

It said .the caller claimed the bomb 
avenged, the “martyrs of the June 20th 
uprising," the date in 1981 when the 
Mujahcdcen began its campaign against 
the government. 

But from its office in France, the 
Mujahcdcen condemned the bombing. 
"Such criminal actions, which inflict 
casualties on innocent people, ortly 
serve (he interests of the mullahs' 
regime,” it said in a statement. 

Khamenei, llie president, read a state- 
ment on Iranian television urging 
authorities, "in the shortest possible 
time, to bring to justice those blood- 
, sucking bats." 

The government declared Tuesday a 
national day of mourning.

2 cancer survivors bike from Boise 
to Chicago to raise research funds

’ TWIN FALLS - Two brain cancer sur- 
vivors arc "biking for life.” 

Breck Long and Chris Maggart, both of 

Boise, are biking from the Mountain States 
Tumor Institute in Boise to the American 
Brain Tumor Association in Chicago to raise 
money for cancer research. 

The Bike for. Life group dodged traffic 
and road construction tcutdrive, at Magic 
Vullcy Regionul Medical Center'in Twin 
Falls early Monday. They will leave for 
hurley today. ' 

“The main thing wc'rc trying to do is 
make people understand thut there is n dcfii 
nite need for research," said Maggart. 
"Right now, AIDS is :>o political that ull of 
the money that used to go to cancer is being 
divied up between the two diseases." 

This type of fund-raiser is "highly unusu- 
al” said Naomi Bcrkowitz, executive direc- 
tor of the American Brain Tumor Associa- 
tion in Chicago. 

"This story is inspiring and heartwarm- 
ing,” she said. "Wc arc each cheering them 
on in our own way.” 

Long, the founder of Bike for Life, said 
■ he and Maggart are planning on biking a 


"comfortable" average of 57 miles a duy, 
with his father, Bill Long, following behind 
with u camper trailer. At this rate, he said, 
they should travel the 1,700 miles to Chica- 
go in about 36 days. 

■ For Maggart, this is the 1 0th anniversary 
of the ride he made with his brother, Eric,

who had been diagnosed with a rare form of 
bone tumor. The two biked from San Fran- 
cisco to Chicago, raising $740,000 for can- 
cer research. 

This time around, the thrcc-man group is 
selling Bike for Life shirts and taking donations 
to raise money, but Maggart and Long said 
their main focus is showing people from around 
the country that there is life after cancer. 


"Wc want to let people know there is hope 
after cancer diagnosis," said Long. "People 
think ‘if they can survive with that, then I can 
survive with this,’ and that gives hope.” 

Long was diagnosed about two years ago 
with a glioblastoma multiforme, a. Grade 4- 
brain tumor. His doctors informed him he 
had a 5 percent chance of living two years, 
and a 2 percent chuncc of living five years. 

However, “the wonderful progress of can- 
cer treatments have beat the odds,” Long 
said. Because of a new type of radiation 
treatment, "intcrstichnl radiation," Long’s 
inoperable tumor is in remission. 

Maggart is a 20-ycar brain tumor sur- 
vivor. He was diagnosed at the age of 1 1, 
but, because of siirfeery and treatments, he 
has been cured. 

Maggart said his specific type of tumor 
only occurs in boys from the ages of nine to 
12. He tries to encourage children who have 
the same type of tumor he had. 

“When I see those kids, it just makes my

Twin Falls council postpones decision 
on Eastland Drive lu mb er superstore

TWIN FALLS - A decision on a proposed 
lumber superstore pn Enstlafrd Drive was post- 
poned by the City Council Monday. 

Anderson Lumber Co., located at 2404 Ad- 
dison Ave, E., wants to relocate to a 10-acre 
field just south of the Circle Ki on the 900 
block of Eastland Drive. , 

Glen Anderson, vice president of Anderson 
Lumber, said the commercial development of 
the land will benefit the aiba and "make East- 
land safer" by widening the street and putting 
in new curbs and'sidewalks. 

However, some residents in the area arc 
opposed to this kind of commercial devel- 
opment near their homes. The increased 
traffic and "inappropriate" view of a lum- 
ber yard will decrease their property value, 
they said. , . . 

"Wc have a quiet, pleasant and peaceful 
neighborhood," said Cecilia Matthews, who 
lives on Eastland Drive. “Wc want to keep it 
that way.” 

Once the arcij turns commercial, said 


Judy Spooner of Twin Falls, then people 
will want to sell their homes and move 
somewhere else. This will decrease proper- 
ly value, she said. 

Other residents said the development of a 
lumber yard will cause the entire neighbor- 
hood to suffer as a result. 

“This is a good community,'* said Jim 
Spooner of T\hn Falls. “Wc don’t want to see 
it generate into a ghetto." 

Supporters of the development said traffic 
will not increase noticeably since Eastland has 
always served as a truck route through Twin 
Falls. 

According to Councilman Jeff Gooding, if 
the property was rcsidcntially developed, it 
would cause more traffic than commercial de- 
velopment. 

He said, with room for 36 cight-plcxcs on 
the property, there would be more noise and 
traffic than with just one lumber yard only 
open during normal business hours. 

Councilman Chris Talkington agreed with 
Gooding, and said the only way the protesting 
residents could keep the property undeveloped 
is if they purchase it themselves. 


If the council decides to approve the devel- 
opment at the next meeting, ll)c council can set 
“more strict regulations than usual" for the de- 
velopment, he said. 

The regulated commercial buildings would 
serve the area better than the unregulated resi- 
dential eight-plcfflfillpAftPbc developed 
there in the futu rc.'TnTkirigto n said.- 

The City Council will decide the issue after 
its third reading, wfyich“\yitl take place on July 
5.

A GOP 
proposal that Rankin called a political 
sham was vetoed by retiring Gov. Ce- 
cil Andrus. 

Although Crider said he expects to

Molester asks county to pay for appeal

RUPERT - A Hcyburn man. sen- 
tenced to life in prison for child mo- 
lesting, is asking Minidoka County to 
pay- $4,860 in legal fees to appeal his 
conviction. 

Paul Joseph Pugsley, 35, will ask for 
the county’s help at 1:30 p.m. today in 
5th District Court in Rupert, saying he 
cannot afford the legal costs and- 
should be considered an indigent. ‘ 

In separate trials in January and 
February, jurors convicted Pugsley of 
three charges of lewd and lascivious 
conduct with a pre-teen girl and one 
charge of rape of a teenage girl. 

Judge Barry Wood of Shoshone 
County sentenced him in April to life 
without parole. 


.Pygstcy is asking that the county pay 
lhc*papcrwork fees, as well as relin- 
quish as all transcripts and court docu- 
ments. 

"! don’t think he’s indigent and I 
don't think the county needs to pay for 
that,” said Gara Newman, Minidoka 
County prosecutor, who filed an objec- 
tion to the request. 

Newman said she has heqrd that 
Pugsley recently gave several vehicles 
to his mother, and' she noted that he 
had hired a private attorney to defend 
him, both for his trial, and now for the 
appeal of his conviction. 

But James Annest, Pugsley 's lawyer, 
said his client cannot even afford his 
help at this point in appealing to the 
stale Supreme Court. Several hoped- 
for donations from friends have fallen 
through, he said. 


'Tm going to do what I can for 
him,” Annest said. 

Pugsley is appealing the conviction 
on the grounds that a Nov, 19 mistrial 
should have cast out the case entirely, 
Annest said. The mistrial occurred af- 
ter the Minidoka County Sheriffs De- 
partment misplaced a videotape of onrf 
of the victims being interviewed by a 
social worker. 

Pugsley had maintained during his 
trial that the victims, their families, po- 
lice and Newman were conspiring to 
railroad him into jail, particularly be- 
cause of his past problems with police. 

But Wood called Pugsley 's criminal 
past an "escalating theme of violence,” 
citing six past felony convictions, in- 
cluding one at age 17 for aggravated 
assault with a deadly weapon with the 
intent to commit murder. 


Canadian salmon talks may continue this week 


WASHINGTON (AT) — The 
Clinton administration is optimistic 
talks will resume with Canada this 
week for a new salmon treaty 
hrotecting threatened U.S. stocks and 
dividing the North Pacific catch, a 
White House official said Monday. 

Kathleen McGinty, director of the 
White House Office on Environmental 
Policy, told The Associated Press the 
controversy has received ndded 
attention since Vice President Albert 
Gore Jr. discussed it Friday with the 
National Security Council. 


‘This issue is now being discussed 
and deliberated at the highest levels in 
this administration," McGinty said in a 
telephone interview. 

“It is a top priority for us. We have 
had good discussions already with the 
Canadians. We are very hopeful we 
can have more extensive discussions 
this week," she said 
The White House sent a “diplomatic 
note" to the Canadians last week 
“underscoring the sense of urgency we 
aunch to these deliberations," McGinty 
said Monday. 


“As fnr as I’m concerned, all 
indications have been quite positive. I 
think there is an appreciation on their 
side of the need to resolve these things 
around the conference table rather than 
through confrontation." she said. 

The treaty has governed fishing in 
the 200-mile coastal zone off Oregon, 
Washington, British Columbia and 
Alaska since 1985 but has not been re- 
newed this year because of disagree- 
ments among the U.S. representatives 
on how to meet a Canadian demand for 
a bigger share of the catch.

It was a lightning-caused fire that 
may have begun June 14, although it 
wasn't until Saturday that it was found 
and reported by a hiker, she said. 

The fire is located on a mountain 
trail in the Hayden Valley area, which 
for the most part was spared by the ma- 
jor fires of 1988. 


Matthews said crews were assessing, 
the fire's progress and have the re- 
sources to immediately put it out if 
necessary. 

She added that even though park 
vegetation Is green, Yellowstone is still 
vulnerable to fire and visitors need to 
make sure they observe standard fire 
safely measures.

Cassia County resumes

The inquiry, which is closed lo the 
public and the press, has been going on 
for (he past several months. Another 
dale for testimony will be sometime in 
late August, said Steven Bywalcr. the 
Cassia Courtty'prosecutor. 

Whittom pleaded the Fifth Amend- 
ment in early May to avoid taking the 
witness stand or releasing any business 
documents from his former agricultural 
newspaper, the Farm Times. 

That prompted Bywatcr lo gel a 
search warrant and seize three years’ 
worth of records - about seven or eight 


cardboard boxes full - from the Farm 
Times on May 23, Bywatcr said. 

Bywatcr launched the inquiry to de- 
cide whether Whittom and some of his 
advertisers committed fraud or theft . 
through alleged "double billing” of 
manufacturers who advertised in Whit- 
tom’s newspaper. The inquiry report- 
edly involves "co-op" advertising, a 
normally legitimate practice in which a 
manufacturer and a local retailer share • : 
advertising costs. • 

Suspicions of fraudulent billing came 
to tight after the state attorney general’s 
office investigated separate allegations 

that Whittom had exaggerated his news- . 

paper's readership figures. . ;

Court upholds states ‘unitary 5 taxes on multinational corporations

WASHINGTON ~ The. Supreme Court al- 
lowed states Monday to tax multinational cor- 
porations in a way that has provoked other 
countries to thrcntcn;rctalintion against U.S, 
businesses. 

The decision affects both U.S.-based corpora- 
tions with worldwide markets and foreign-based 
corporations that do business in this country. 

The justices voted unanimously to uphold the 
aggressive way Californio taxed U.S. -based 
businesses, und split 7-2 in upholding how the 
state taxed foreign-based corporations. 

The ruling took California off the hook — 
the state won't have to refund on estimated $4 
billion in taxes paid by multinational corpora- 
tions under a so-called "unitary” tax formula. 

- A unitary tax treats a corporation, its sub- 
sidiaries and other far-flung activities ns one en- 
tity. A'statc calculates the corporation's in-state 
business as a percentage of its worldwide busi- 


ness to come up with the company's tax liabili- 
ty to the state. 

In contrast, the federal government and most 
other countries' treat a multinational corpora- 
tion's subsidiary as a separate company and tax 
only its income. 

Six other states — Idaho, Montana, North 
Dakota, Alaska, Tennessee and Utah — use 
some form of unitary tax system: Deputy Attor- 
ney General Ted Spangler said the decision 
would hnvc no impact in Idaho. 

Congress lias never banned states from using 
the controversial "unitary" taxing methods, Jus- 
tice Ruth Bader Ginsburg noted for the court. 

She said the challenge to California’s tax "is 
directed to the wrong forum.” 

Jerome Libin, who represented tltc United 
Kingdom and 19 other countries in attacking 
the California law, said, "This ease shows the 
reluctance of the current Supreme Court to in- 
volve itself in what it considers policy matters 
affecting foreign commerce."

Richard Ruda, chicf.cdunscl ot the Stales and 
Load Legal Center, called the decision .“a -very 
important victory for the states." 

“It allows them, if drey choose, to use this tax 
until Congress says otherwise.” Ruda said. 

At least one member of Congress, Sen. By- 
ron Dorgan, D-N.D., applauded tire ruling, . 

"They were never attempting to overtax 
multinational corporations. They were using 
these taxes to make sure that multinational cor- 


porations were paying their fair share" he said. 

The California tax had been challenged by 
the New York-based Colgate-Palmolive Co. 
and the British -owned Barclays Bunk of Cali- 
fornia and Barclays Bank Intemationa!.\The 
companies sought refunds on slate tax bills dat- 
ing back to die 1970s. 

Before last year, the unitary tax was mandato- 
ry. But California lawmakers voted last year to 
make the tax optional starting with the 199-1 tax 
year. Now, multinational corporations can choose 
to pay stale taxes under a different formula. 

• Idaho adopted that system .in 1 988, Spangler 
said. 

Previous administrations have opposed uni- 
tary taxes us inconsistent witli federal law und 
international practice. However, President Clin- 
ton promised during the 1 992 campaign that his 
administration would hack California officials' 
arguments. 

Cljnton administration lawyers told 
the court in March it was willing to let 


^states charge unitary taxes. 

The Supreme Court had ruled in 19H3 that 
stales could use the unitary method to tax U.S.- 
owned multinational corporations, but it left un- 
decided whether such taxes could be applied to , 
foreign-owned corporations. 

Britain said it would retaliate if California's 
tax was imposed in a way that damaged British- 
owned companies, and German lawmaker also 
asked their government to retaliate. 

Ginsburg wrote that Barclays “has not 
demonstrated that California's tax system in 
fact operates to impose inordinate compliance 
burdens on foreign enterprises." She kaid it 
failed to show that the tax discriminates against 
foreign commerce. 

Justices Sandra Day O'Connor and Clarence 
Thomas agreed. that the unitary tax could be im- 
posed on U.S.-based multinational corpora- 
tions. But O’Connor, writing for the two, said 
tile tax “canpot constitutionally be applied to 
foreign corporations."

• The main part of the tie, the outer fabric, is 
cut "on the bins," or at a 45-degree angle. That 
is crucial to giving die tie the resilience to re- 
cover from knotting.

Even in ancient times, man em- 
bellished his neck and chest with 
.bends, bangles, and stones. The an- 
cestor to the modem tic appeared 
only about 350 years ago. 

The fashion that was to sweep 
Europe came from silk 
neckscarves of Croat soldiers in 
thi*' Thirty Years War (1618-1648) 
between Sweden and France and 
the Hapsburg Empire, historians 
say. 

When the Croats visited Paris, 
the city and later the continent fell 
in love with their cravats, a scarf 
tied in a bow with loose ends. The 
term is thought to come from 
Croatian name for the tie. or per- 
haps the word Croat itself. 

In just a few decades, the cravat 
'took on such importance that 
Janies II of England spent 36 
pounds on neckwear for his coro- 
natipiy, a sum that could have pur- 


chased a considerable country es- 
tate at the time. * ; 

Before this time, peasants and 
soldiers probably used scarfs to 
soak up sweat or cushion armor. 
Beginning in the 1500s, higher 
class men had qlso revered col- 
lars- and ruffs, partly because 
other male frills had fallen out of 
favor. 

With the Cravat firmly in fash- 
ion. a second forerunner to the 
necktie appeared in the 18th centu- 
ry. The stock, a tie that fastened at 
the back of the neck, also derived 
from military dress, this time from 
high, stiff cottars for soldiers. 

As collars diminished in size and 
grew more loose, the modem neck- 
tie evolved.

Kcmpthornc, wlio was prompted 
to circulate a written defense of the 
highly publicized trip during his first 
month in office, signed. the original 
report.

The only trip included originally 
was one to Phoenix last December

omission when he returned from 
vacation on June' 14, the day the 
report was made public, and imme- 
diately called administrative assis-;

Idahoan 
tracks Blue 
Cross costs 

BOISE (AP) — Many health insur- 
ance forms from Blue Cross of Idaho 
end up in Dr. Don Price's hands, 

Price, a family doctor in Caldwell 
for 31 years, makes the tough deci- 
sions about which claims the stale’s 
largest health insurer will pay. 

Most of the 35,000 or so claims 
processed each month by Blue Cross 
never make it to Price’s desk. They 
are cut and dried — (he policy covers 
treatment, or it docs not. 

As medical director of Blue Cross, 
Price sees the 2 percent that arc tricky. 
He makes judgment calls about pre- 
; existing conditions and the medical 
; necessity of nose jobs. These deci- 
• sions affect people’s lives — or at 
least their pockctbooks — in small 
and big ways. 

He also keeps track of Blue Cross’ 
sickest policy-holders — women who 
have had bone-marrow transplants for 
breast cancer," a baby needing .r heart' 
transplant, a boy with brain cancer. 

The purpose is cost containment — 
and Blue Cross is getting more 
aggressive about it. 

Many of the decisions arc about 
payments for routine medical care — 
whether an emerge ncy-room visit for 
a bug bite is covered through Blue 
Cross’ health maintenance organiza- 
tion. 

Other files tell the stories of lives 
turned upside-down by lifc-thrcatcn- 
ing illnesses, stories chronicled in dry, 
medical prose and column after col- 
umn of Blue Cross payments to doc- 
tors and hospitals. 

Price keeps track of patients who 
have the potential to run up huge bills, [. 
.or already have. Occasionally, people 
arc so sick they ran through lifetime 
insurance benefits of $1 million. 

Among the most , expensive cases 
arc organ transplants. These must be 
approved by Blue Cross in advance of 
surgery. That gives Price a chance to 
negotiate the best deal he can get.

Gambling has become a major 
revenue source for many Indian 
tribes in recent years. 

The 1988 federal Indian Gaming 
Regulatory Act allowed Indian 
tribes to offer bingo, pul I -tabs and 
similar games on.reservations-w it li- 
mit suite permission.: 

A traditional pull-tab game con- 
sists of ii set of individual scaled 
tickets, with one or more designated 
in advance as a winner. A player 
buys a ticket arid removes (he seal to 
discover if it is a winner. 

The law allows electronic and 
computer aids to be used in connec- 
tion with such games. 

But the federal law requires tribes 
to gel agreement from state officials 
to operate casino-slylc gambling or* 
electronic "facsimiles of any game 
of chance.” 


In April 1992, (he National Indian 
Gaming Commission decided that 
video pull-tab games were a form of 
electronic game requiring state 
agreement. 

Eight tribes sued. They are: the 
Cabazon Band of Mission Indians, 
Runiscy Rancheria and the San 
Manuel Band of Mission Indians, all 
in-California; Eastern Band of 
Cherokee Indians in North Carolina; 
Poarcii Band of Creek Indians, in 
Alabama: Pueblo of Isleta in New 
Mexico; Spokane Tribe of 
Washington and Delaware Tribe of 
Western Oklahoma. 

A federal judge upheld the com- 
mission’s decision, as did the U.S. 
Circuit Court of Appeals for the 
District of Columbia. 

Many tribes continued offering 
such games during the legal dispute. 
None of the eight tribes in Monday's 
case has yet won state agreement 
allowing it to offer the game.

LAS VEGAS (AP) — The group 
(hat staged the largest nnli-nucicnr 
demonstrations at the Nevada Test 
Site has disbanded, a casualty of 
the nuclear testing moratorium it 
long sought. 

American Peace Test, which 
during the late 1980s boasted a 
membership of 10,000 nationwide, 
went out of business earlier this 
year in a symbolic campout near 
the nation’s nuclear proving 
grounds. 

Group organizers, who .once 
drew thousands to stage civil dis-’ 
obedience at the gates of the test- 
ing facility, blamed its demise on 
dwindling donations and lack of 
interest- after the testing moratori- 
um . 

“It’s real easy for people to get 
excited about a mass protest, but 
it’s not easy to get excited about a 
letter-writing campaign,” said 
Heidi Carter, the group’s last 
spokeswoman. 

APT was founded in Chicago in 
1985 by anti-nuclear activists who 
wanted to carry the campaign for.a.. 
nuclear testing freeze directly to 


the Nevada Test Site in the form of 
mass demonstrations. " 

From 1986 through April 1994, 
the Energy Department said 
American Peace Test held 536 
protest events involving 37-488 
participants and 15,740 arrests. 

The group's largest demonstra- 
tion came in March 1988, when 
the DOE said about 8,000 people 
protested nuclear testing outside 
the desert facility, and 2,067 were 
arrested for crossing a cattle guard 
onto site property. 

In the wake of a nuclear testing 
moratorium now in place for 
almost two years, contributions to 
the group dropped dramatically 
and its membership dwindled. 

Carter said the group had gotten 
more than $100,000 a year in 
donations in the late- 1980s, but. 
that last year it had a SI 5,000 bud- 
get and still had not paid $7,000 in 
bills from the previous year. 

Carter said 25 remaining group 
members met in April in a tent at 
Cactus Springs,' 45 miles north of 
Las Vegas, to officially disband 
the organization. y

Today's South was a fellow 
everyone knows. He’s the local 
unlucky bridge character whose 
finesses always lose. And he loses 
not only at the bridge table but in 
life as well. Look liow hc shot him- 
self in the foot in today's game. 

When West led the Heart jack, 
South knew he could count on two 
heart winners. With three top mi- 
nor-suit winners bringing the total 
to five, all he needed was four 
spade winners to make the game. 

“Even I ought to make this 
one," he crowed. “With my luck, I 
expect the spade finesse to lose, 
but that won't beat me.” 

Then he proceeded to beat 
- himself with the queen onsidc. He 
cashed his spade king, led a spade 
to dummy's jack and got good 
news and bad. The good news was 
that the jack won, the bad news 
was that it didn’t lose South could 
manage only three spade winners, 
holding himself to only eight 
tricks. 

South beat himself by not exe- 
cuting a safety play in spades. 
Needing only four spade tricks in- 
stead of five, South should insert 
dummy's nine when West follows 
to the second spade. If it loses, all 
is well. The suit will produce four 
winners. Wh'cn East discards, 
South collects a bonus. He re- 
— turns- to-his hand to finesse 
against .West, and instead of four 
spade winner?, he takes all five. 

South's play is typical of the in- 
veterate loser. He manages to 
throw away a game even when his 
finesses win tricks.

Sales soar for 

Memorabilia shops sell 

RALEIGH, N.C. (AP) — Before last week, many 
hobby shops across the country hadn’t sold an O.J. Simp- 
son football card for years. Now, people all over the coun- 
try arc trying to cash in on the controversy. 

In the booming collectible business, baseball cards arc 
king. Cards from football and other sports rarely get a sec- 
ond look as customers browse through memorabilia shops. 

But Simpson's stock rose Friday after the pro football 
Hall of Famer was declared a fugitive, led police on a 
freeway chase and was sent to jail — charged with the 
murders of his ex-wife and her male friend. 

"Many dealers are reporting they sold- out every O.J. 
Simpson card on Saturday morning as soon as the shop 
opened," said Bob Lemke. the sports division publisher of 
Wisconsin-based Krause Publications, which puts out sev- 
eral price guides on sports cards. 

Autogrophed-footballs, photos or jerseys of Simpson arc 
also selling out, Lemke said. 

“Pretty much as soon as the hype started, people started 
coming," said Southern California dealer Jack Petruzzelli, 
who has sold out of his Simpson cards and figurines. 

Before that, the Simpson items were collecting dust, 
Petruzzelli said. 

"Just like anything else, once you arc out of the lime- 
light nobody cares,” Tic said. 

But while demand for Simpson’s Topps 1970 rookie 
card was going for a little more than its normal $125 ask- 
ing price, dealers arc being cautious. 

"Usually something like this starts very, very fast and 
ends very, very fast," said Jim McLauchlin of New York- 
based Sportslook, a national trade magazine. 

Lemke said most dealers across the country probably 
won't be buying many Simpson cards. The asking price 
will be too high and there’s fear the market could drop 
drastically. 

"If lie were acquitted there would be a real strong 
demand for a short period of time;" Lemke said. “The only 
other tiling that would cause demand would be if he were 
convicted and executed. If he were to get a life sentence, 
people would just forget about him.”

College rodeo finalists will qualify in steps

BOZEMAN, Mont. (AP) — The 
National Intercollegiate Rodeo Asso- . 
ciation student board of directors has 
approved a plan that would make the 
College National Finals Rodeo more 
like its professional counterpart. 

The plan approved during. the. 
weekend would have competitors 
qualify in steps. The top 10 in each 
event during the season would quali- 
fy for their respective regional finals. 

The top five from each event at 
regional would /then qualify for the 
chute-out series. The chutc-out 
would match two or three regions 
against each other. There arc current- . 
■ ly !-l-regions across the United . 
States. , • 

The top three in the chutc-ouls 
"Woulilqualify for the national finals. 

Each of the 15 participants would 
perform every night of the finals to 
determine team and national champi- 
ons. 

“Just like the National Finals 


Rodeo,” said David Allen, the colle- 
giate rodeo .executive director. "It 
levels the playing field a lot. 

"It would drastically elevate the 
quality of competition. It would 
make it a lot less luck of the draw. 
Right now, if you screw up here on 
your first head, you’re done. You 
have basically no chance at winning 
a national title,” Allen said. 

Under the current format, the top 
two teams and top 10 individuals in 
each event qualify » 

Under the new system, slack per- 
formances — rides that can’t fit into 
the regular performance times — 
would be eliminated and team titles 
would be decided by the competitors 
who qualified for the finals. 

Allen must pTcsclira'dcrai led -plan- - 
to the National Intercollegiate Rodeo 
Association board on Sept. 10. r 
“We have a lot of work ahead of' 
us," said Allen, who would be 
responsible for lining up venues and 


sponsors for the chute-outs. “1 have 
to come to them_wilh some pretty 
strong commitments. We’re looking, 
to televise the chute-outs." 

Allen proposed the chute-out series 
idea two years ago, but the plan was 
rejected. The.NIRA Student board 

reconsidered the idea this week: 

"They understand college rodeo is 
fragile right /tow,” Allen said. "They 
realize there is-some risk. But they 
also feel there is a lot of risk by sit- 
ting still.”
